Engineer Defends Performance 
Of Street Sweeping Machine 


The town's new street sweeper 
came in for much discussion at the 
Tuesday evening meeting Of Lind- 
eay's council, Ald, Harrigan wanted 
to know how much haq been spent 
in repairs to it since its purchase 
and was told by Town Engineer Wil- 
son, “$71... up to some time in 
July”. 

Deputy-Reeve Stevens Why 
should there be repairs on the 
sweeper? 

Maor Hick -- It's not a new ma- 
chine, we can expect a few repairs. 

Ald, Lamb - And you can expect 
a lot more, too! 

Mayor Hick -- You all sat in 
council] when we bought it and you 
agreed to its purchase! 

Ald. McCrae -- I for one wasn't 
here then! 

Ald, Harrigan 
agree to it... 

Ald. McQuarrie -- I think that 
the sweeper is working OK. 

Ald, Harrigan took exception to 
the fact that the Town engineer's 
phone number doesn’t appear in the 
directory. Mr. Wilson said that it 
will next year, but that {t hasn't 
so far because people phoned him 
even in the middle of the night, He 
added that it was available from 
jnformation, though, Ald.

Lindsays council approved a num_ 
ber of changes in the local traffic 
picture on Tuesday night. It was 
stated that some of the changes 
are just on a trial basis and if it is 
found they are not effective, new 
methods will be sought, 

Here's what was decided: 

1. To make Victoria Ave. a stop 
street at Wellington St. 

2. To reverse the flow of one- 
way traffic on York St. N_ (to make 
it flow now from Kent to William) 
and to move the meters to the other 
Side of the street. (As for an un- 
loading and eleyator problem, T. 
Eaton Co, Ltd., officials are being 
asked to attend a Police Committee 
meeting soon.) 

3 To make the west side of Albert 
Street S, for one block from Kent 
Street a no parking area. (A repre- 
sentative from the doctors in that 
area is being asked to a Police Com- 
mittee meeting for discussion). 

4. To move all meters on the 
west side of Kent Street between 
York and William Sts in from 12 
feet to 10 feet apart and to have 
the car spaces marked out by paint 
on the pavement. 

5. To make Kent Street E, to 
Mill Street, Mill Street to Ridout 
St. and Ridout St, to Kent St. for 
one-way traffic only, and to allow 
parking on one Side of these streets 
only (This would prohibit entering 
Ridout Street from Kent via the 
jog which police consider a great 
hazard.) 

6. To prohibit parking on Bond 
Street within 50 feet of William 
St. 

7. To_ prohibit parking on any 
street within 60 feet of a corner 
where the police deem it necessary, 

8. To allow the police to use the 
garage behind the Town Hall for 
the cruiser and the motorcycle | 

9. To allow police storage space 
in the basement of the Town Hall 


for traffic signs, seized articles, 
etc. 
10. To strictly enforce double 


parking bylaWs and to see what 


trucks from such stores as A & P to 
pick up goods to be delivered at the 
rear doors of the stores. 

11, To make Durham Steet Ww. 
a through street at Adelaide Street 
S. and Cambridge St. S. 

Council decided to Investigate

(There was some talk about curb 
elimination in this area, Bell Tele- 
phone officials are to be invited 
to a Police Committee meeting.)

2 To have $25 all-year parking 
permits.

Six Cattle 
Die In Storm 
On Saturday 


The severe electrical storm which 
passed over the Lindsay district 
early Saturday morning caused the 
death of six cattle, two belonging to 
a West Brock farmer and four of 
a Valentia farmer 

James Cubitt, of West Brock, see- 
ing the storm approaching between 
6 and 7 am. Saturday allowed the 
calves out with their mothers down 
the back lane of his farm and he 
returned to his residence. After the 
storm had passed, continuing with 
the chores Mr. Cubitt was surpris- 
ed to see the two cows lying down. 
They didn’t get up at his approach 
and he saw they were dead. Near- 
by was a small tree which bore a 
scar caused by lightning. = 

At the same time at Valentia the 
storm broke and the heavens threw 
down much rain as well as hail- 
stones the size of peas. 

Mr. Tal Henry, whose home is at 
Valentia Corner, visited his ranch 
a mile north to count his cattle 
which were pasturing there Dis- 
covering a short count, Mr. Henry 
made a search of the premises and 
came to a tree under which three 
of his best cattle and one owned 
by his son (Harvey Henry, of Cam- 
bray,) lay dead 

The cattle had taken shelter there 
and lightning had struck the large 
tree. Another cow was injured, but 
has since showed apparent good 
health, It is reported that the 
cattle killed were going to be sold at 
market almost immediaely. The 
cattle on the Henry ranch were 
insured.

NEUROSES 

“Neurosis” (plural neuroses) has 
been defined as a disorder of the 
nervous system for which no cause 
can be found. There are various 
types of neuroses with one or an~ 
other of which we are all familiar. 

Many of us suffer some form of 
the “compulsion” neurosis, in which 
the patient, actually against his 
wish, has to think certain thoughts, 
or perform certain actions. Thus he 
may have the fear that the gas jet 
is not turned off, or he may have 
“religious” obsessions stich @S g0- 
ing to hell and missing heaven. 
These persons know that their 
thoughts or actions are foolish but 
are powerless to control them. They 
are often above the average intel- 


lectually. 
Another neurosis is called “trau- 
matic” neurosis (from trauma 


meaning injury) and this occurs 
in individuals who haye been in- 
jured at their work, wounded in 
war, injured in a motor accident. 
Even after the injured part has 
recovered or the wound completely 
healed, they so suffer in their mind 
from the shock of the injury that 
they are unfitted for some time to 
do any physical work even when 
there is no physica] disability. So

You can hardly blame @ 
person for thinking he has heart 
trouble if his heart is beating 90 
times to the minute instead of 72-76, 
if the beating is irregular, if the 
heart seems to stop for a second, or 
if he has a pain in the region of 
his heart but there is actually no 
Teal heart disease present. 

The point is that while there-may 
be no real or organic reason for the 
individual to believe he has heart, 
kidney, lung or other trouble, the 
fact that he has the belief makes 
him less fit to do his work properly 
and less able to face life's problems. 

The treatment consists in mak- 
ing a thorough examination so that 
both patient and physician know 
that no real organic ailments exist. 
If there is no organic ailment, an 
attempt is made to locate the cause 
Or causes of why the patient be- 
lieves he has an ailment and why he 
behaves qs he does. This means just 
as thorough an examination and 
searching as was made to locate 
any organic trouble

Ottawa, Aug. 3 -(BUP)- Canadians | 
are buying fewer but fancier cars| 
this year. 

The nation’ auto producers cut | 
back their factory shipments by 
more than a quarter during may as 
dealers reported overall sales had} 
slumped 26 per cent below 1953 | 
levels. It was the sharpest cutback | 
in shipments so far this year. 

However, the Bureau of Statistics 
reported that shipments of conver- 
tibles from factory to dealers were} 
eight times greater than a year 
ago. So far in 1954 factories have 
shipped out 10,207 of the sportier | 
models compared with 1,273 in} 
1953. 

Shipments of station-wagons also 
were moderately greater. 

On the other hand, shipments of 
standard two and four-door sedans 
were moderately lower and the num- 
ber of coupes amounted to lesser 
than one-third the number shipped 
in the same period of 1953.

“JAMMING” THE METERS ...«-+ 

It would appear that there is more than one way 
of “jamming” the town’s parking meters. Besides 
“jamming” the meters with off-colour coins, they can 
also be jammed with cars. 

Late Wednesday evening on Kent Street a Lindsay 
citizen was noticed returning to his car after attending 
the show and he was obyiously amazed to find that the 
three-meter car parking area his car was in contained 
not three but four cars, one of them so close to his that 
he had to enter from the passenger side. Checking a 
little farther west the same condition was observed 
_... three meters and four cars, 2 situation which was 
evidently in need of some remedial action by the 
authorities. 

There are probably other ways of overcoming the 
difficulty but since it is caused primarily by the differ- 
ence in size between Canadian and Bnglish type cars, 
it has been suggested that one way of solving it would 
be to restrict certain areas along the street for 
English type cars, and others for Canadian or American 
types. Can anyone offer a more practical suggestion 
and, if not, would it be possible to get some action on 
this matter in order to eliminate waste space and an- 
noying overcrowding at some points? Another sug- 
gestion is that parking spaces be marked off in parking 
strips with penalties for overstepping the line. 


WHAT ARE THE MOTOR CAR MANUFACTURERS 
CONTRIBUTING TO INCREASED SAFETY? 

We received our annual appeal from the Ontario 
Safety League for a safe Civie Holiday weekend on the 
roads of the province. This appeal is undoubtedly 
worthy and should unqu estionably be heeded by all who 
drive vehicles on public highways but it also prompts 
us to ask: What are motor car manufacturers contrib- 
uting to increased safety for those who operate their 
products? 

The average motor vehicle today is capable of far 
greater speeds than their counterparts of a few years 
pack and vet there is reason to believe that their general 
structure is less substantial (in proportion) to the 
earlier models. There haye been some major im- 
provements, of course. Glass, for example, is now 
much less hazardous in the event of an accident than it 
was a few years ago, but general driver-passenger pro- 
tection has not increased. The same old rigid-type 
bumpers are being attached which do little more than 
contribute to the noise of a collision and heighten the 
shock of the impact ... . there is absolutely no pro- 
tection to the body of the car if the collision occurs 
from the side and the tops are about as collapsible as 
an accordian should they roll. In short there have 
been few protective installations on the average 
vehicle’s outer-structure .... not nearly enough in 
relation-to the available know-how and accident statis- 
tics. 


It is true that much depends primarily upon the 
driver and the actual mechanical condition of the 
vehicle being operated, but isn’t it also true that the 
manufacturers of these machines have a responsibility 
to provide a maximum of safety features? What about 
speed, for example, in relation to a vehicle's general de- 
sign and construction to say nothing of the known facts 
about speed in relation to driving ability? Has a car 
manufacturer the right to turn out a product which is 
capable of attaining speeds inconsistent with safety? 
And, finally, isn’t it about time that highway authorities 
got down to brass tacks on the actual mechanics of 
highway safety insofar as motor vehicle construction is 
concerned? 


DRIVE AT YOUR OWN SPEED.... 

There is an undesirable campaign underway to 
have everyone who drives a motor vehicle drive at a 
high rate of speed. There is also evidence that some 
of Ontario’s police court magistrates are becoming 
accessories after the fact by fining drivers who travel 
too slowly on the road. This, too, is an undesirable 
trend and both of these maneuvres should be strongly 
opposed by the motoring public. 

There is in Ontario a maximum speed limit but we 
have no knowledge of a minimum speed limit and we 
fail to see why anyone should be compelled to drive at a 
speed not commensurate with their need or their de- 
sire. If anyone wishes to travel at a higher rate of 
speed than the driver ahead, the onus is on him (or her) 
to pass at a safe time and drive on at any speed within 
the prescribed limit for the area. 

Let’s fight this high pressure move to have every- 
one drive at a fast clip now before it gains further mo- 
mentum. 


SO DON'T COMPLAIN ABOUT YOUR TAXES 

Most people yell their heads off today about taxes 
and such. They should know what went on in the 
good old days. 

The Catholic Digest points out that fresh air and 
sunlight were taxed in 17th century Pngland, The gov- 
ernment collected from all households with six or more 
windows. This tax wasn't repealed until 1851. 

In those days it even cost money to boast of your 
ancestry for there was an annual tax on famly crests 
and coats of arms. The Puritans paid a weekly meal 
tax, giving up the price of one meal every seven days to 
Oliver Cromwell. Until 1879 every individual in France 
had to purchase seven pounds of salt a year, whether 
they wanted it or not. 

The Romans, however, topped them all by having 
a tax on dying. They enforced it by prohibiting burial 
until the tax was paid. Historians don’t say what hap- 
pened if a survivor refused to pay. Peter the Great 
taxed everyone who wore beards. 

The most reasonable tax, however, was levied in 
Turkey in the 18th century. After a pasha had dined 
with a peasant he demanded ‘tooth money’—a tax to 
compensate him for the wear and tear on his teeth,

WARNING TO THE LIVING 

Drowning accidents in Canada are creating new 
records this early in the summer holiday season. During 
a recent sixteen-day period fifteen persons lost their 
lives in the rivers and lakes of Algoma alone — a great- 
er total than for all the rest of Ontario in the same inter- 
val, A recent count of drownings in New Brunswick 
showed twenty-two deaths for the season to date, also 
a record total up to mid-July.® British Columbia's toll 
also is high, and even the Prairie Province’s report a 
growing total. The comparison may be shocking, but 
it would seem that our resort areas are competing with 
our highway systems for priority in a mid-summer 
death derby. 

The really shocking thing about these drownings 
is that virtually all of them are needless. An infinites- 
imal proportion can be attributed to unavaidable acci- 
dents. ‘The rest arise from carelessness and ignorance. 
Children, adolescents and adults of both sexes are about 
evenly distributed in the statistics. Most of them are 
not chronically careless in everything, nor are, they gen- 
They merely relax so 
completely when they reach the summer resorts of their 
choice that they abandon the prudence of behavior 
which preserves their lives from day to day in more fam- 
iliar surroundings. 

This is not written as a stricture upon the un- 
fortunate dead, but as a warning to the living who have 
their holidays before them. Wach such death is a trag- 
edy in the sorrow of which we have a share. But we 
also deplore the increasingly obvious fact that so many 
persons of this day live so far apart from nature that! 
they have lost their capacity for self-preservation when 
they get in, on or eyen near the waterways which are 
one of the glories of the Canadian summer. A father 
played ball in a park while his small child paddled near- 
by. It was a public park. Nothing could happen there. 
But the child drowned. A youth in a small craft on 
Rice Lake lost his pocketbook overboard. Had he 
and his friends known enough about boats it could have 
been recovered easily. But he and a companion lost 
their lives. 

This and another incident led to a recommendation 
by-a-coroner’s jury that such craft should be inspected. 
Perhaps regulations fixing engine power in relation to 
length and weight of small pleasure boats would be 
more useful. There is always the question as to how 
far the law should protect persons against their own 
folly. However, regulations setting general, minimum 
safety standards for small craft would be reasonable. 
But the greatest of safety measures is for holidays to 
take their natural gumption along with them when they 
go to water resorts. —The Globe and Mail. 


SMART THOSE MOSQUITOES! 

Against the mosquito, man has gone about as far 
as he can go. He has studied their habits and their 
that does the biting. He has produced oils to cover their 
life histories and determined that it is only the female 
breeding places. He has concocted atomic diets 
so that when caught a mosquito cam be tested with a 
geiger counter, not to show if she can be mined for uran- 
jum, but to show where she ate that diet and hence 
where she came from. 

Man has fought the mosquito with every sort .of 
swatter from the Pharoah fan to the mule tail. He has 
devised lamps, sprays, and drenches, without number. 
Finally man has prepared lotions and ointments. to be- 
daub his forehead and repel ‘that agressive lady mos- 
quito; smelling like essence of ancient sturgeon, they 
only repel people. 

Science has gone all out. The net result is that 
there are more mosquitos around than ever, Worse, like 
pioneers who haye survived every sort of adversity, 
they are a tougher breed. They have an agility their 
forefathers or foremothers, never had. With evolution 
thus producing the superfemale, any day now one may 
develop with stingers at both ends. 

The assorted powers and talents of the lady mos- 
quito deserve more study than they get. Byery living 
thing, from bass to bison, seem to go through cycles 
when their numbers decrease. Not the mosquito, They 
not only get more numerous with the years but they 
get bigger and bitier. 

With the years they haye become more longwinded. 
The experts used to insist that the mosquito never tray- 
els more than a few hundred feet from her breeding 
place. That’s nonsense. Any fisherman can rememb- 
er how a mosquito suddenly appeared while he sat fish- 
ing in the middle of a two-mile wide mountain lake. 
That one inquisitive lady called her sisters. They heard 
the call and did the mile out from shore in ten seconds 
flat against a high wind at that. With the years, mos- 
quitoes have grown muscles. 

The mosquito alveady has an eyesight that surpas- 
ses radar. Jn the black of the night she can come to a 
screened porch take an instantaneous bearing,» and 
crawl into the one small crack in the entire netting, 
finding it as easily as a groundhog finds his hole. Worse, 
she has the magical power of getting in where there 
isn’t a single hole. 

Unlike most humans, the mosquito possesses a 
built-in amplifying system. Outdoors, she can fly 
around noiselessly, take her bite and be gone, in total 
quiet. Ina bedroom at night she can turn up the sound 
effects so that the sleeper awakes, sure that a jet plane 
has come in through the window and can’t get out. 
Coupled witir this is a miraculous gift of disappear- 
ance, Wher the sleeper rouses and goes after- that 
droning dae, she can quickly flatten herself 
agains! aw and vanish completely—until the exact 
mome it whe the light is turned off. 

All these gifts of no little importance and particu- 
larly important in the struggle for the survival of the 
filtest. No other species has them in such plenty. If 
another species is some day to replace man at the top 
of the ladder of evolution (and, after looking around 
at some men, a cynic might say the step is overdue), 
the evolutionist might turn a careful eye on the mos- 
quito clan.

BULLS:

A boil 
is a quite rounded pus infection of 
the deep layers of the skin and the 
tissues immediately beneath; the 
boll surrounds the roots of a hair 
a sweat or an oil gland It 1s always 
due to a pus-forming organisms 
which enter by way of a small cut, 
scratch, shaving, rough collars, halr 
cut too short. Boils may also occur 
with certain general diseases -- 
overweight, diabetes, stomach and 
intestinal disturbances too "auch 
rich food, infection of teeth and 
tonsils 

It appears as a raised, rounded 
lump on the skin with pain and 
itching The lump enlarges and a 
yellowish spot appears at the top 
If the lump opens itself or is opened 


,| thick yellow pus and sometimes a 


hard yellow “core” comes oiltt. 

Prevention calls for absolute 
cleanliness of regions where boils 
usually occur --neck, armpits groin. 
The urine shoulg be examined for 
sugar. 

In treatment it is usually con- 
sidered wise not to open the boil at 
once but to allow it to “ripen,” 
applying any poultice or paste used 
to the boil only, not to the surround- 
ing skin. If there is a little hair in 
the centre, this shoulg be plucked 
out and a zine paste or the old 
familiar poultice of equal parts of 
laundry soap and brown sugar 
should be applied 

When the boil is “pointed” and 
ready to open, a toothpick is dipped 
into carbolic acid ang used to make 
an opening in the boil to allow the 
pus to come out. 

When a boil or cop of boils occur 
from time to time. the cause should 
be sought and the diet and other 
daily habits investigated The whole 
system shoul be toned up by out- 
doors, violet ray or X-ray to im- 
prove the tone and infection-resist- 
ing ability of the blood

A particularly painful boil fs 
that which may occur in the ear. 
It can be distinguished from ear 
infection because it causes pain on 
opening the mouth. Careful atten- 
tion from the physician and pain- 
killing drugs may be necessary in 
these cases. 


Lead Poisoning 

It is well recognized that young | 
children may chew lead-containing’) 
paint from cots, cribs, playpens, | 
dolls and toys, from furniture, win- 
dow sills and veranda railings and 
so develop symptoms of lead poison- 
ing over a period of weeks or even | 
months, The first symptoms are | 
often rather vague and include loss | 
of appetite, indigestion, coated, | 


trembling tongue, bad breath, gen- | 
eralized abdominal pain, constipa- | 
tjon alternating with diarrhoea, 
fatigue, weakness. Fever is very rare. | 

Leag poisoning in older children | 
is more frequently due to inhaling | 
lead fumes, from’ the burning of 
storage battery cases for fuel, for 
example. A series of 40 cases of lead 
poisoning from the burning of dis- 
carded battery cases occurred in a 
slum section in Baltimore and was 
reported as early as 1933, 31 cases 
out of the 40 were children over | 
three and under 12 years. All had 
been exposed to the fumes from 
periods of 6 to 12 months and in 
no cases less than four months 
There were five cases of encephal- 
itis (inflammation of the brain). 
These mental changes may develop 
suddenly, without warning, or grad- 
ually with such symptoms as sud- 
den dullness, inability to concen- 
trate, tendency to restlessness and 
irritability. 

Recently, in Kingston, Ontario, a 
family outbreak of lead poisoning 
was discovered which resulted in the 
death of a 7-year-old boy. As in 
Baltimore, the cause was found to 
be the inhaling of smoky fumes | 
arising from the burning of dis- 
carded battery boxes in an old cook 
stove. A slaty-grey deposit scraped 
from the Interior of the boxes yield- 
ed approximately 90 percent lead 
sulphate. 

Lead posioning may occur indus- | 
trially in any of more than 150 
occupations such as lead industries. 
plumbing, painting, auto body fin-

Enlarged Parks System 
Contemplated By Board, 
More For South Ward 


Member, of the Lindsay Board 
of Parks Management have under 
contemplation the enlarging of the 
general parks' system. This was 
discussed at some length at the 
meeting this week. 

Recently, the Public School Boarg 
secured the approval of Lindsay’s 
council and the Ontario Municipal 
Board for the building of a new 
school in the north ward, adjacent 
to the old dump, which ts gradually 
being filled in. The debenture issue 
includeg $20,000 for two school sites 
and their development. The second 
site is on Angeline Street S., in 
Ops Township, As the new school 
is to be erected on Town property a 
special committee of Lindsay’s 
council, the Park, Boarg and the 
Public School Board decided to allot 
$4,000 to the Parks Boarg for de- 
velopment of the former dump pro- 
perty as park land. 

Former Parks Board chairman 
Carl Brown who is still a board 
member, contends that new park 
development should take place in 
the south ward He states that the 
north ward already has Victoria 
Park, Kawartha Park, Macdonnell 
Park, ang Exhibition Park, with 
the possibility of a new park on the 
outskirts of the town on the Fene- 
lon Roag where the old dump used 
to be located. 

In the south ward, which is the 
largest, there is a small park at the 
Rainbow Bridge and the baseball 
stadium park. In the east ward 
there is only Kinsmen Park, al- 
though Macdonnell Park is adjacent. 


It 1; reporteg that there is a 
movement afoot by the Lindsay 
Oricket and Soccer Club to establish 
a park under the Parks Board, in 
the south ward,*two blocks west of 
the baseball stadium, on grounds 
which would require considerable 
development, Although some people 
claim that the soccer club should be 
accommodateg in the baseball field, 
football officials state that there is 
not room in this park for cricket. 

The Parks Boarg has hopes of 
developing the banks of the Scugog 
River between Melbourne and Dur- 
ham Streets, where there is a 
vacant property of about some three 
acres, This could be converted into 
an ideal riverfront park it is felt. 
The Board also has tentative plans 
for the future development of parks 
by securing property along the 
Tiver south of the White Bridge on 
Lindsay Street, looking to the future 
that the plan might include a 
motor drive along the edge of the 
Scugog to connect with Kent Street 
E. 


One of the parks most useg in 
Lindsay i; the tourist camp on 
Lindsay Street S. but is not used 
hardly at all by the girls and boys 
of the town. 

Discussions haye also included 
the possibility of adopting a piece 
of park land immediately south of 
the White Bridge on Lindsay Street 
S., leading up to the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. S, C_ Simons, of the 
Department of Lands and Forests 
here whose home is adjacent to 
Riverside Cemetery.

Party Sleeps 
On Verandah 


Tt isn’t very often that the Prem- 
jer of Ontario asks to sleep on any- 
one’s verandah, but a cottage owner 
on Lake Simcoe last Tuesday night 
was surprised to find the.Hon. L. 
M. Frost at his door doing just that! 

The Premier and a few friends 
were on a motorboat tour of some 
of the lake areas frequented by Mr. 
Frost when he was a boy in the 
Orillia district. 

The vacation trip, interrupted 
when the Premier had to come to 
Toronto for a special Treasury 
Board meeting began at his home 
at Pleasant Point on Sturgeon. 

In two boats, the party proceed- 
ed through the Trent Valley Canal 
system by way of Camron Lake,, 
Balsam Lake, Lake Simcoe, Lake 
Couchiching, Sparrow Lake, the 
Severn River to Port Severn on 
Georgian Bay. 

During the leisurely three-day 
trip, Premier Frost and his friends 
cooked their own meals on river 
banks and slept in pup tents, ex- 
cept for one night. 

It rained so heavily Tuesday night 
they were forced to seek shelter 
and knocked on the door of a cot- 
tage near Gamebridge and when 
permission of the occupant was giv- 
en, threw their sleeping bags on his 
veranda and spent the night there. 

Highlights of the trip for Prem- 
ies Frost who had spent many 
happy hours as a boy paddling a 
canoe in the same waters was a 
stop at Strawberry Island near 
Orillia where he had gone on many 
Sunday School picnics, 

Another point of interest was 
the power generating plant at Or- 
illia which had been built follow- 
ing a motion introduced in the On- 
tario Legislature in 1902 by 
Andrew Miscampbell, member for 
the area, whose last name is the 
Premier's middle name. 

The Orillia plant, in the opinion 
of Premier Frost, was the forerun- 
ner of the Hydro system, which he 
feels has contributed so miuch to 
the growth of Ontario.

Worst Storm 
in History 
Of Village 


Haliburton (PNS) -Hagle Lake 
had the worst storm in the history 
of that community on Thursday, 
residents informed “The Post’. 
Occupants of a house there, owned 
by Mr. Johnston, had a very bad 


| time of it when a brick chimney 


was struck by lightning. The bricks 
were hurled down on the house and 
yard and, inside, the stovepipes were 
scattered all over the kitchen. Be- 
sides the bombardment of bricks, 
the house was badly damaged with 
water pouring in from the torren- 
tial rain which accompanied the 
storm. 

In other residences the rain came 
down chimneys and poured over 
walls and floors. Several huge trees 
are reported to have been splin- 
tered like match sticks. 

At the Cooperage plant, men ran 
for shelter as the lightning flashed 
and the thunder rumbled through 
the heavily-forested hills and val- 
leys. They were frightened that the 
fierce lightning would strike the 
metal saws and other pieces of steel 
equipment in the mill, 

One man said it was the worst 
storm in years. It lashed the area 
for over two hours and it was for- 
tunate that no one was out in boats 
on the many lakes in the area at 
the time. 

The rain came after weeks of dry 
weather and beat down shrubs, crops 
and flower gardens. The water is 
reported to haye formed small 
rivers in the streets. Though not too 
much damage was done buildings 
in the village of Haliburton trees 
were downed and Hydro men had to 
work overtime repairing lights which 
had blacked out. 


Pork Prices 
Drop Expected 


Pork prices are expected to drop 
as a result of increased hog pro- 
duction in Canada and the United 
States, 


The Ontario Hog Producer's Asso- 
elation reports the U-S farmers 
plan to ship nine-million extra hogs 
to Canada this year. 

Total hog production for the 
United States in 1954 is éstimated 
at 91 millions. There are forecasts 
that this will cause a drop in the 
American market to between 22 
and 26 cents a pound dressed 
welght. The effect of this on our 
market will depend on surplus pro- 
duction in Canada, 

The average Canadian now eats 
57 pounds of pork a year... 89 
pounds less than in 1953. Farmers 
would like to see the average up by 
at least four pounds. 

A boost of four pounds per per- 
son would mean a market for 60- 
million pounds of extra pork. 
—BUP.

Minden business Benne say they 
are determined to go ahead with 
their campaign for a Red Cross 
Outpost Hospital there. In fact, 
the campaign has been officially 
launched and the chosen site of the 
hospital designated with the sign 
of the Red Cross, at the southern 
entrance to the village. A main 
street banner urges support of the 
drive. 

“The Post” interviewed several 
merchants on Thursday who all de- 
clared themselves in suport of the 
campaign. One merchants stated 
that she had only knowledge of one 
individual who had openly declared 
themselves opposed. 

On Monaay’s meeting of the 
Minden Rotary Club, L. R. Stringer, 
Commissioner of the Ontario Divis- 
ion of the Red Cross spoke to 
members. 

Mr. Stringer confined his talk to 
the Outpost department of Red 
Cross work and in this connection 
pointed out “the Red Cross has 
been in this work for 30 years and 
in that time had built and operated 
up to 30 hospitals .at any one time,” 

Speaking of the proposed hospital 
for Minden area he said that this 
has been in the planning stage since 


Tperare the last war, and before this 
or any other location is chosen it 
is carefully surveyed, giving con- 
sideration to the populaton in the 
area, type or work performed there, 
the transportation set-up, and the 
nearness of other hospitals. These 
points were all given full considera- 
tion before the Minden Hospital was 
approved, he said. 

A Red Cross Outpost Hospital 
such as is planned for Minden (7- 
bed size) is financed roughly as. 
follows, The Provincial Govt, sup- 
plies one third; The Ontario Divis- 
ion of Red Cross one third; and one 
third has to be raised locally. He 
further said that a “recent bequest 
to Red Cross specifically designated 
for the hospital work made the 
division’s grant to this hos- 
pital possible.

local branch to look after the main- 
tenance of the building. 

He praised the work of the two 
lady doctors in Minden whose work 
is highly regarded by the medical 
profession. 

He also greatly deplored the at- 
titude of people whose “views sap- 
pear to be clouded by local preju- 
dices.”

True Status of Crown Game Reserves 


Must Be Retained - 


“The true status of Crown 
Game Reserves must be retained”, 
said Fish and Wildlife Inspector 
Gordon Buie when “The Post” visit_ 
ed him at his Lindsay Lands and 
Forests Dept. office, “Numerous in- 
quiries are received at this office 
for special permits to possess and 
use .22 calibre rifles for the de- 
struction of porcupines and other 
nuisance animals.” 

Mr, Buie continueg that “One 
person gave as his reason that he 
wanted to shoot skunks under his 
cottage. It was pointed out to him 
that a shot and dead skunk would 
be much more offensive under his 
cottage than a live and unmolested 
one. 


“Such requests for permits to use 
rifles In the game preserves are be- 
ing refused as persons who acquire 
properties with in the limits of 
Crown Game Reserves or Provincial 
parks do so subject to the laws of 
the parks, knowing that guns traps 
or any other contrivance for the 
Killing of any bird or animal is 
prohibited 

“The purpose of the Crown Game 
Reserve or Provincial park is to set 
aside attractive lang wherein game 
of all kinds may live and propogate 
in sanctuary, not molested by shoot. 
Ing or being killed by man. 

“Thousands of persons appreciate 
such sanctuaries where they may 
spend thelr vacatfons with the 
birds and animals of these areas 
in their natura] state.” he concludeg:

Just Finished 
Seventh Conference 

The International Federation of 
agricultural producers hag just fin- 
ished its seyenth general conference 
at Nairobi, Kenya. 

The meeting decided that the 
outlook for expansion of world farm 
trade is not very bright, 

Japan and the industrial coun- 
tries of Western Europe have al- 
ways been the big importers of farm 
produce. These countries seem to 
be expanding their domestic produc- 
tion although they will never be 
self-supporting 


Credit Improved 

The credit position of most coun- 
tries has improved But this im- 
provement comes largely from a 
reduction of purchases from the 
dollar area . . . especially of farm 
products. 

The U-S grants-in-aid to Western 
Europe, which helped those coun- 
tries to import agricultural pro- 
duce, are being drastically cut. 

The meeting agreed that the 
prospect of exporting more farm 
product to underdeveloped countries 

.> mostly in Asia . . was no bright- 
er. Countries such as India have cut 
down their food imports this year. 
These countries are trying hard to 
increase production of food and 
fiber. 

Some years from now, when India 
becomes more highly industrialized, 
food imports may go up - . . but this 
is taking a long-term view. 

Problem of Surpluses 
And What To Do 
The problem of surpluses and 


what to do with them took up 4|- 


lot of discussion. 

The meeting recommended a shift 
in production _..each country 
shoulg cuf down the crops now in 
surplus and concentrate on products 
more in demand on its own home 
market, 

World agricultuural production for 
1953 to 54 was the largest on re- 
cord The products of which there 
Was an actual surplus are wheat, 
cotton | maise, sugar, dairy products 
and some vegetable oils, 

Excess Stocks _ 

The United States holds most of 
these excess stocks The American 
Government has taken 25-million 
acres out of wheat, cotton and 
maize production This land will 


mostly bé used to grow food for 
livestock. 

The meeting agreed that farmers 
all over the world are afraid the 
Uniteg States and other surplus- 
holding countries will dump their 
stocks on the world market, This 
would send farm prices into a nose- 
dive But delegate, addeq that the 
United States has proceedeq very 
cautiously in qisposing of surpluses. 
Nor has the Canadian Wheat Board 
shown any signs of offering its 
Storey wheat at cut th oat prices. 

Not Eligible - 

The Interprovincial Farm Union 
Council of Canada applied for mem- 
bership of the International Feder- 
ation of Agricultural producers. The 
committee said that the Farm Union 
Council dig not seem to be eligible 
because it is not fully representative 
of Canada farmers. But the appli- 
cation for membership was not re- 
jected ang the farm unions may 
apply again.

International Wheat Agreement 

The International Wheat Agree- 
ment was considered by the Produc- 
ers’ Conference at Nairobi, 

The I-W-A 1s not operating so 
well at the moment, and it is 
likely that it will not be renewed. 

Less than half the world wheat 
trade in 1953 to ’54 will come with- 
in the Internationa] Wheat Agree- 
ment, Although the original estimate 
was for two-thirds of the world 
trade, Britain remains outside the 
agreement, ang India has taken 
@ good deal less than its guaranteed 
quantity, 

The worly wheat aco means 
that the 70-odd importing countries 
have lost interest in the Wheat 
Agreement, They can buy wheat 
anywhere. 

The meeting suggested that the 
four exporting countries in the 
agreement ... Canada, the United 
States, Australia and France - 
should work out an export quota 
agreement among themselves. This 
would be much simpler than a 
contract with some 75 parties 


Newfoundland Imports 
Onions And Carrots 

Newfoundland imported  150- 
thousand pounds of onions from 
Egypt this year. It also bought tons 
of carrots from Britain and millions 
of pounds of other vegetables from 
the Uniteg States. 

Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials fee] Newfoundland should be 
able to produce more of its own 
vegetables than it is doing at the 
moment. 


Say No Point 
In Feeding Silage 
To Beef Steers 
Reports from the University of 
Alberta suggest that there's not 
too much point in feeding silage to 
beef steers. 

Feeding experiments were carried 
out for a year. Steers were divided 
-into three pens. The first got hay . . 
made up of 60 per cent brome and 
40 per cent alfalfa, The second pen 
got silage. The third pen got silage 
to which barley had been added as 
a servative. \ 

The first pen... that is the hay 
fed steers _ _. came out best on 
most counts. They gained two-and- 
a-quarter pounds a day The other 
pens gained about two pounds a day. 

‘The hay-fed steers consumed more 
grain than the others. _ 

Feed costs were highest for bar- 
ley and silage pen and lowest for 
the hay pen. But the barley-silage- 
fed steers fetcheg 75 cents a hun- 
dred more so there was more profit 
from them the difference was about 
two-dollars per steer in favor of 
the ones fed ensilage. 


Ont. Farmers Gain 
4 Percent Revuenue From Wood 

Ontario farmers gain about four 
per cent of their revenue from the 
sale of wood. = 

The Federal Department of Agri_ 
culture has just published a report 
on wooded lands in Ontario. 

It says that labor is the biggest 
expense in exploiting wooded land. 
Wages cost most farmers an aver- 
Age 95 cents an hour. Farmers who 
cut wood for sawmills average one- 
dollar-67 an hour. 

Labor costs for farmers who only 
take firewood from their woods 
average as low as 29 cents an hour.

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A Word To The Aging Parent 

Yesterday we discussed some of 
the problems which arise with the 
aging parent and we'll continue to- 
day with some words of advice to 
the aging parent who goes to live 
with a grown son or daughter and 
family. You, the parent, have the 
biggest adjustment to make and it 
comes at a difficult time of life 
for you. This is the reason we so 
strongly recommended that older 
persons should cling to their own 
home as long as they can. Perhaps 
this could be accomplished by your 
children providing a weekly clean- 
ing woman or a visiting housekeeper 
to help with the heavier domestic 
chores, Perhaps they could do your 
shopping for you, Perhaps provide 
a telephone by your bedside which 
may be an actual lifesaver some day 
in summong needed aid and is 
always a welcome link with family 
friends. 

However, if circumstances are 
such that you must move in with one 
of your children, remember they 
will want to continue to live in 
their own home, in their own way, 
while you will have to “fit in.” So: 

1. Try not to criticize your child- 
ren’s way of life, however much it 
irks you; don’t offer advice unless 
asked. 

2 Don't hark back to the “good 
old days” unless you can tell an 
interesting story about them. The 
younger generation have to live in 
their own time and it irritates them 
to be told how much better things 
were in your day. Some things may 
have been, but they know that other 
things were not --medical science 
for one Make an effort to see ways 
in which life (even housekeeping) 
has improved since your time 

3, Have fun with your grand- 
children you can enjoy them more 
than your own children because you 
are not responsible for their dis- 
cipline but don’t disregard family 
rules which have been set down for 
them by their parents, 

4. Try to keep up a life of your 
own --- keep up with your old 
friends and make new ones if you 
can. Cultivate some personal in- 
terests such as reading, music, a 
course of study a handcraft. This 
will help you with the next sug- 
gestion 

5. Pay attention to your looks 
and dress. Don’t become careless 
about them 

6. Don’t DEMAND consideration 
because you are older, Don't in- 
dulge in self pity and lean on 
others. Give and take in conyersat- 
jon, 

I agree these suggestions are dif- 
ficult but they will reward you 
well if you will give them a real 
trial and make living happier for 
you and those around you.

Union Security Denied, 
Conciliation To Be Asked 
By Board of Works Union 


Mayor Denies Council Ruled 


By “Anti-Union Minority” 


Negotiations have broken down } 
between the Lindsay Board of Works 
Sub-Committee of Council and the 
representatives of the Board of | 
Works Local 38 of the National | 
Union of Public Service Employees. | 
The main point of difference, and | 
virtually the only one following a| 
meeting of the two groups Monday 
evening, is Union Security. 

Frank Kitchen, NUPSE represen- 
tative, told “The Post” that “the 
Union will now appry to the Depart- 
ment of Labour for assistance In} 
settling the dispute” ... in other | 
words will go to conciliation. 

Mr. Kitchen, representing the | 
men, said that “we haye bent} 
over backwards to settle the agree- | 
ment, but, unfortunately the anti- | 
Union minority on the Council are } 
blocking progress.” 

He continued that “Union Secur- 
ity is the main thing now in dis- 
pute and we are convinced more 
than ever that we must have this | 
measure.” He said that a good ex- 
ample of why security is needed! 
was what happened at one local] 
firm. “The employees were refused | 
Union Security and now the man- | 
agement have broken the back of | 
the Union. We cannot allow this to | 
be done with Local 38.” 

Mr. R. Spencely, president of 
Local 38, Mr. Kitchen added, said 
that it was too bad “a minority 
anti-Union group should dominate 
the situation. However, when the 
Department of Labor enters the| 
dispute, we will give them the true | 
picture anq perhaps their able as- 
sistance will influence the more fair- 
minded on the council.” 

Contacting Mayor of Lindsay A. 
E. Hick for a statement, “The Post” 
was given an answer to Mr. Kit- 
chen's statement. Mayor Hick sald 
that at “the meeting of council 
when the Board of Works Advisory 
Committee report was presented, 
the council unanimously- endorsed 
the actions of the committee, which 
should refute Mr. Kitchen’s state- 
ment about a minority group ruling 
council. In any case, the Advisory 
Committee has five out of nine 
members of council on it, therefore 
it is not a minority!” 

Mayor Hick said that the meeting 
Monday had bogged down on the 
Union Security matter. Other things, 
he said, haq been agreed upon, in- 
cluding the employees committee 
agreeing to a one cent an hour raise 
effective from the date of the sign- 
ing of an agreement with the Town. 
Also agreed upon, he said, was the 
matter of winter work hours. He 
gaid the local representatives had 
agreed to shift the hours about in 
the winter, instead of being paid 
overtime (if it were necessary for 
such things as snow remoyal that 
they work at times other than the 
regular working day.) 

Mayor Hick sald that as far as he 
was concerned, all the negotiation 
meetings thus far, including Mon- 
day night's, had been “most friend- 
ly.”

There is no other means of revenue 
other than the tax rate.” 

He sald that since he has been B 
of W chairman in the past and all 
during his tenure of office on Coun- 
ci) he has always enjoyed pleas~ 
ant relations with the B of W 
employees and all town help, “T 
am in sympathy with the employ- 
ees,” he said, “and try to give them 
consideration possible.”

DIESELS.... 

The Lindsay division of the Canadian National 
Railways has taken delivery of its first diesel engine. 
It was promised during the last federal election about 
a year ago that diesel shunting equipment would be 
sent to Lindsay at a reasonably early date and it is ap- 
parent that the promise was not an idle one although 
its fulfilment has proven something of a disappoint- 
ment to many people. 

When diesels were suggested for Lindsay the moti- 
yating idea was to overcome the smoke nuisance which 
for years has made painting houses within blocks of the 
railway yards a painter's nightmare: But now that 
the first diesel has arrived it is at once apparent that 
its effect, from the standpoint of reducing the smoke 
problem, is going to be almost negligible. It is true 
\that this one diesel will not belch forth any black soft 
coal smoke to soot up paint or laundry in the vicinity 
of its travels but it is only one white sheep in a black 
flock .... the rest of the equipment is still far from 
being retired and therefore, while Lindsay got a diesel 
yard engine and an election promise was kept, there is 
bound to be some disillusionment among the advocates 
of dieselization. 


One diesel does not remove all the smoke from a » 


railway yard and there are those who now wonder if 
the dieselization campaign was worth the effort after 
all. It is recognized, of course, that the long range 
plan of the C.N.R. is to dieselize the entire system but 
putting a single diesel in service here and another there 
doesn’t seem like a very effective way of making the 
changeoyer. In Lindsay’s case there is no apparent ad- 
vantage for all that the diesel unit is a very handsome 
piece of machinery. 


SMOKING VS. LIVING. 

One man who habitually smoked three packs of 
cigarettes a day has quit. He is Dr. E. Cuyler Ham- 
mond, director of a reaserch project for the American 
Cancer Society. He dropped cigarettes after noting 
the results of a statistical study involving 187,766 men 
between the ages of 50 and 70. He and his associates 
found that in that group nonsmokers had twice as great 
life expectancy as did heavy cigarette smokers. 

The detailed figures of the survey are so impressive 
they may frighten many cigarette smokers into quitting. 
Among them will be those who heretofore have been 
conyerned lest they were “giving up’ something they 
considered soothing and desirable; now they will be 
more interested in getting rid of something proved to be 
toxic and undesirabe. Fear is not the best motive, but 
it can awaken humans to break enslaving habits. 

Chain smoking often appears to be as much a 
search for release from underlying emotional tensions 
as physical craving. Even where the victim thinks 
he gains satisfaction, it is no more than temporary and 
may merely cover up unsolved problems which should 
have permanent answers. Prevention is better than 
palliatives. It would be wise to give more attention to 
removing the tensions and solving the problems Thou- 
sands have proved that a craving for tobacco can be 
overcome. Often the first step has been a desire to 
drop it, the second a finding of deeper satisfaction in 
spiritual things. 

We hope that many, persuaded now that fuller liv- 
ing is not to be found in smoke, will discover these other 
liberating facts. — Christian Science Monitor. 


BOORISH MANNERS 

The unseemly discussion of the cost of bringing 
the Duchess of Kent and her daughter, the Princess 
Alexandra, to Canada to open the Canadian National 
Exhibition and, later, the Sir Adam Beck Generating 
Station, is a deplorable display of bad manners. No 
properly bred person invites a guest to visit and then 
discusses with all the neighborhood the high cost of en- 
tertaining him, even to boast about it. The Duchess 
did not ask to come.... she was invited. It was an honor 
to the Exhibition and to the Hydro that she accepted 
-the invitation. In view of the comparisons made with 
the cost of entertaining other visitors for the same pur- 
pose, we believe she would be well within her rights to 
cancel the commitment. 

If we cannot do these things with grace and court- 
esy, it would be better if we never did them at all. The 
prospect of interesting Royalty in other ceremonial 
enterprises in this couniry has undoubtedly been con- 
siderably dimmed. The bad taste of some people in 
this city is on exhibition daily. It is unfortunate that 
their bad manners have been revealed as clearly.

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SURRENDER OF BRITAIN’S BASES 

Following on the British agreement to evacu- 
ate Suez, the Greeks are pressing for the annexation 
of Cyprus and the South Africans for the return of 
Simonstown, Less pressing, but equally articulate, 
are the Spaniards who want Gibraltar and the Italians 
who eye Malta. There may follow agitation for the 
surrender of Aden on the Red Sea and Hong-Kong, off 
the Chinese mainland. 

Bach of these bases is of great strategic import- 
ance. Cyprus dominates the eastern Mediterranean 
and is the new British Middle Hast headquarters. Sim- 
onstown is a naval base situated at the southern tip of 
Africa, equal in importance to Singapore. In time of 


war it guards the alternative route to the Far Hast if 


Suez canal shipping is diverted. The last war demon- 
strated the supreme importance of Malta, while Gibral- 
tar is the control-key to the Mediterranean- 

Britain is beset by two difficulties in considering 
the surrender of these bases. Firstly were the prom- 
ises made in wartime to consider autonomy or hand- 
over after hostilities, and secondly was signature of the 
Atlantic Charter which guaranteed self-determination. 
It is no fault of Britain’s that peace has not succeeded 
war, and that Communist imperialism has replaced Nazi 
aggrandizement. Britain wishes to hold these bases 
now for the same reason as she held them during the 
war—for the sake of world security and for guarantee- 
ing the mobility of her fleet. America has established 
new bases around the globe for similar reasons—to 
protect the countries of the free world and to guarantee 
the mobility of her air force. 

None of these bases should be surrendered un- 
less the Powers which acquired them are convinced 
that stronger forces, under regimes as stable and single- 
minded as their own, will replace them.

Invasion Of 
Army Worms

office on being questioned by “The 
Post” representative. says that in- 
vasions of these pests seem to occur 
In cycles.

Mr. Maidens said that he happen_ 
ed to own two copies of the paper, 
one of which was in the front seat 
of his car at that moment and 
another locked in the rear trunk. 
“The Post” learned that after he 
had shown the old paper to the 
American, he put it in the front seat 
of the unlocked car, under a book, 
and he and his new friend went 
for a cup of coffee. When he 
returned to the vehicle the paper 
had been stolen’ 

Asked how he acquired the two 
old papers which he says he values 
highly because they are considered 
collector's {tems. Mr. Maidens says 
he got them about three years ago 
in Syracuse, New York, from an old 
gentleman there, who received in 
exchange 12 post cards issued here 
at the time of World War I. These 
post cards showed Canadian sol- 
diers embarking, ete, 

The moral of the tale seems to 
be, as Mr. Maidens has found to his 
sorrow, don't leave valuables in 
unlocked vehicles.

Netting Crews Working Again 
Live-trapping Smallmouth Bass 


“Once again,” the weekly Lands 
and Forests bulletin states, “netting 
crews under the supervision of Eari 
McGillivray, net foreman, have been 
live-tvapping sub-legal smallmouth 
bass in over-populated lakes in the 
‘Wilberforce area, They have been 
transplanting the fish larger 
bodies of water throughout Halibur- 
ton County. 

“The work was carried out dur- 
ing the last two weeks of July and 
a total of 3,028 bass was harvested 
from two lakes. In addition to the 
above activity, approximately 200 
of the bass (6 to 10 inches in length) 
were tagged and introduced to a 
Jake which formerly was uninhabit- 
ed by bass, The purpose of this ex- 
periment is three-fold: (1) To In- 
troduce bass to a new area. (2) To 
dscover if the transplanted, stunted 


in 


bass will increase their growth rate 
in new water and (3) to determine 
the success of this one method of 
tagging fish i.e. to discover if the 
tags will stay on for any length of 
time. All tagged bass were measured 
and scale samples taken to deter- 
mine the age-growth relationship. 
Last year, before any netting had 
been done in this lake, the age- 
growth relationship was established 
and it was found that most bass 
were one or two years behind the 
normal growth. 

“This year, the work was carried 
out by the loca] Conservation Offi- 
cer, Mr. Jesse Bradshaw; the Wild- 
life Management Officer, Mr. Stan 
Simons: and District Biologist 
J. C. Weir. In addition the cooper- 
aton of the net men, Mr. Ted Mc- 
Cauley and Mr, James Hazzard, 
greatly facilitated the experiment.”

Dear Sir: 

That editorial on “Only Five 
Cents on the Dollar” dully credited 
to your contemporary (Truro Daily 
News), fascinated this reader, al- 
though I have been aware for a long 
{' > that the profit margin in the 
rank and file of manufacturing In- 
dustries has a fictitious glamor in 
the mind of the man-in-the-street, 
which the facts do not support. 

From my viewpoint, however, a- 
pout half way between rural and 
urban Canadians, following was the 
key point in the above ‘profit’ story: 
“Jn 1953, for example, income taxes 
alone averaged 4.6 cents or only 
about half a cent less than the 
average profit, These figures, 1 
should be remembered . come 
from the actual experience of over 
4,000 firms, large and small, with 
total sales volume of $7.25 billions ' 


in 1953, a combined investment of 
$5.5 billions and a total payroll of 
457,000 workers .. .” 

Unfortunately no reference was 
made to the wages of these latter 
gainfully employed Canadians; but 
I feel on reasonably safe ground in 
multiplying 457,000 by the national 
urban average of $3,000; which sup- 
plies the total wage-bill of $1.3 
billions? 

If this latter be a valid measure- 
ment, then it seems to be worth 
pointing out that the latter figure 
of $1.3 billions is curiously close to 
the NET revenues of Agriculture 
in 1953; which accrue, be it remem- 
bered, to more than 1,000,000 adult 
workers along the farm front! [t 
seems important, at any rate to my 
mind, to add that, while the afore- 
saiq 457,000 urban “workers” have 
no share in that massive capital 
investment of $5.5 billions, and sim- 
ply ‘invest’ their time and skill; 
our rural brethren supply their 
own $8.9 billions of capital inyest-

Wildlife Management Officer, Mr. 
Stan Simons, is spending almost full 
time on this work at present and ts 
ably assisted by the local Conserva- 
tion Officers when help is needed. 

“Catchacoma Lake and neigh- 
bouring water areas are receiving 
special attention this summer as 
the management of Club White- 
sands has hired Mr. Ted Garside, 
a graduate of Queen's University, to 
study fisheries problems in the im- 
mediate area. Among many other 
interesting things, Ted has dis- 
covered that ow experimental in- 
troduction of ciscoes shows some 
signs of success for one fine speci- 
men 13 inches long, has been cap- 
tured. The eiscoe or lake herring, 
as it is sometimes called, is con- 
sidered , good food fish for lake 
trout and the introduction was 
made in an attempt to increase the 
growth rate of lake trout in Cacha- 
coma Lake.”

He adds that the Cabinet will 
meet this afternoon to consider 
Federal action to avert a threatened 
strike of railway employees. The 
Prime Minister emerged at 12.15 
p.m. from a busy series of separate 
conferences with the top union and 
railway bosses and said the negotia- 
tions were at an end. 

“Tm sorry, but the negotiations 
are off,” he said. 

“The Cabinet will meet this after- 
noon to consider what could and 
should be done to justify my con- 
viction that there will not be a 
strike.”

Asked what the negotiators in- 
tended to do, he told reporters: 
“T don't know what they are going 
to do but the Cabinet is going to 
meet this afternoon.” 

The Cabinet meeting had been 
scheduled for 2.30 p.m, since late 
yesterday afternoon, 

Chief Union negotiator Frank 
Hall has recommended that the 
non-operating workers call off their 
threatened strike and accept arbi- 
tration of their dispute over fringe 
benefits, 

Hall said his move is being made 
under duress. 

He then announced he is re- 
signing as chairman of the union | 
negotiating committee to protest 
against what he calls the govern- 
ment’s “repression and discrimina- 
tion.”

It was a case of a lesser body, 
the Board of Health, standing up 
to the senior municipal body, the 
Town Council, and winning its 
point at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Health Thursday night, 
The sanitary conditions at the 
Board of Works depot on Kent St. 
east and the Parks Board depot, 
Victoria Ave. N., as well, was the 
subject of the near impasse. At 
one time, the matter was dropped 
for an interval and another dis- 
cussed, to allow Mayor Hick to 
consider the Health Board's de- 
mand that plumbing be installed at 
both premises where town employees 
gather. 

“You can’t make fish of one and 
flesh of another,” Mr. Les Braun- 
ton, chairman of the meeting stated. 
Sanitary inspector J. Ellam, sup- 
ported by M. Stephens contended 
that residents could not be forced 
to install plumbing if the town 
fathers failed in this respect. They 
said that owners of property adja- 
cent had said this to them in just 
as many words. 

“Tt’s not good, there’s no ques- 
tion about it’, were His Worship's 
final words, after considering the 
pros and cons because, as he said, 
the public wouldn't approve of the 
council spending money foolishly. 
He said that the present buildings 
on Kent St. E. don’t warrant or 
aren't suitable for even temporary 
expenditure. Because, as he sald, 
the frame structure, now unheated, 
woulg require a thermostat-con- 
trolled oil heating system to protect 
fixtures and water pipes of a rest- 
room with toilet facilities. Council 
had often discussed (and lately it | 
had come closer to realization when | 
a lot was purchased next to the 
sheds) the building of a combined | 
Works and Parks administration 
pbuilding at the site on Kent East, 
he said. As soon as money Wes 
available, he intimated, they may 
start -- “maybe next fall.” 

Mr. Stephens ventured that it 
wasn’t the Board of Health’s job 
to worry as to how it could be done, 
or how it would be financed, but 
that they were there to enforce 
the bylaw which had been institut- 
ed by the town council . . . that all 
residences, factories, stores, etc., 
are required by law to supply sani- 
tary facilities for employees. “And,” 
he said, “what would the council 
\say if we failed in our job.. - 
They'd fire us, I suppose.” 

Mayor Hick contended at first 
that the Board of Works men only 
reported at the depot first thing 
in the morning, at noon, and at 
five o'clock. Les Braunton, who 
lives in the same block said differ- 
ent, that two or three men at times 
are there for full days, or at least 
for two or three hours, loading and 
working on machines. The argu- 
ment that the frame building would* 
not safely allow fires being kept 
on was refuted by the fact that 
houses, also of wood, in the town 
hag been hounded for years now 
by the sanitary inspector, Mr. Ste- 
| phens sald. 

However, Mayor Hick finally con- 
ceded that he was glad to see the 
Board of Health's demands ex- 
plained and put in such light. He 
sald he would discuss the require- 
ments as soon as they could be 
brought before council. 

The matter rests amicably, with 
the secretary to write the council 
again, acquainting them of the 
feeling of all the members of the 
Board of Health, on the motion of 
M. Stephens and Mayor A, E. Hick 
| himself.

Expansion 


Another milestone has been reach- 
ed in the year-and-a-half ground- 
work by people who are vitally in- 
terested in hospital actomodation 
for Lindsay. At a special meeting 
of the Board of Governors on Wed- 
nesday, the firm of Marani and 
Morris, Architects, of Toronto, was 
appointed by the board of the Ross 
Memorial Hospital. 

ir. Art Carew was chairman of 
the two-hour meeting, which led to 
the appointment of the architects. 
There was considerable discussion 
before the decision was made by the 
enlarged board of 17 and members 
of the executive of the Expansion 
Committee, who constitute the pre- 
sent Planning Board who have 
been meeting from time to time 
since the Hospital Association or- 
ganization last June. 

Mr. Neil Gregory, a member of 
the present board, (seven of whom 
were elected by the some 800 mem- 
bers of the RMHA at its first meet- 
ing), says that the Marani and 
Morris firm will have to make some 
preliminary studies of the existing 
loca] situation before the planning 
board can come to anything defin- 
ite regarding the subject at present 
of most pressing interest -- which 
is, a new hospital or enlarging the 
present building by additions, etc. 

Mr. Gregory says there are quite 
a number of alternate plans in re- 
gard to the expansion of the hospi- 
tal. Apart from the main “new or 
old” idea, there is perhaps a com- 
bination of these, as well as the 
prospective uses of the present 
building, and present properties. 
etc. 

All in all, it is a big problem, but 
the former board and the Expan- 
sion Committee (representative of 
all men’s and women's organiza- 
tions in town and district) alony 
with the present enlarged board 
and the Planning Board have come 
a long way in their attempts to 
provide modern hospital facilities 
for the community, a resident of 
the town says. This latest step made 
at Wednesday’s meeting of the ap- 
pointment of the architect is con- 
sidered of great interest to the 
genera] public. 

One subject which will most like- 
ly be their first study, says Mr. 
Gregory, is an analysis of the soils 
at the different sites that have 
been brought forward when con- 
siderations and suggestions were 
made regarding the building of a 
new, as opposed to the remodelling 
of the old, building. 

The board expects to have sket- 
ches, plans, etc., supplieq to them 
in the near future from Marani and 
Morris, the appointed architects, 
regarding the Ross Memoria] Hospi- 
tal Expansion.

Cavan Community Hall was the 
meeting place recently of about 
5 Durham County wheat growers 
when , draft plan of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture Wheat 
Producers Marketing Scheme came 
In for lengthy discussion. A good 
representation was present from all 
six townships In‘ the County The 
meeting approved supporting the 
Federation's scheme in its entirety. 

President Edgar Nichols, of R. R, 
3, Port Hope, chaired the meeting 
and explained its purpose before 
reading the proposed draft mark- 
eting scheme, Background details 
leading up to the draft scheme were 
outlined by Mr. Henry Sharpe, 
President of the Peterborough 
County Federation %of Agriculture. 

Mr_ Sharpe expressed regret that 
Mr. Dick Stewart, Representative 
from the Wheat Board was unable 
to be present. Mr, Sharpe and Har- 
old Lewis, Secretary of the Peter- 
borough County Federation, took 
charge of the meeting in his place. 

The meeting was thrown open for 
discussion by the President follow- 
ing the explanations of Mr. Sharpe 
and Mr Lewis. Each individual 
point of the proposed scheme was 
read and discussed with the result 
at a motion was made by Charles 
Osborne, R, R. 2 Bowmanville, sec- 
onded by arthur Stewart R. R. 1, 
Ida, that the meeting support the 
proposed scheme in its entirety and 
that the secretary inform the Ont- 
ario Federation of Agriculture to 
this effect 


The meeting also decided that at 
some later date the directors should 
delegate a committee to meet with 
Hon John Foote member of the 
Provincial Legislature for Durham 
at the appropriate time. 

Similar meetings are being held 
throughout Ontario. There are cer- 
tain preliminaries to be gone 
through before the proposed mark- 
ing scheme is presented to the Min- 
ister of Agriculture. If the scheme 
receives his approval he will set up 
the necessary procedure for a vote 
which must receive a 662-3 maj- 
ority of bona fide wheat growers of 
all Ontario to carry 

In explanation of the words “bona 
fide”, definitions were read of 
grower and winter wheat. A grower 
means aNy person engaged in grow- 
ing winter wheat of any variety 
for sale. Winter wheat is winter 
wheat of ahy variety produced in 
Ontario. 

Proposed points of the marketing 
scheme provide that all winter 
wheat shall be marketed by the 
marketing agency which would have 
a local board. No grower would be 
allowed to sell or deliyer winter 
wheat except through the marketing 
agency, and no buyer would be able 
to buy winter wheat except through 
this agency, 

The draft scheme also provides 
that a buyer must forward pay- 
ment for the winter wheat to the 
marketing agency not later than the 
Saturday of the following week and 
the agency within seven days of 
this recelpt, must forward payment 
to the grower, 

In many instances it was only. 
necessary to remove any surplus 
from the market in order to main- 
tain price. Also the matter of ord- 
erly marketing would help support 
the price.

Brother of Local Jeweller 
Shot During Toronto Holdup 


‘ Mr. Ken Johnson, proprietor of 
Johnson Jewellers, Kent St. W., 
js an older brother of Douglas 
Johnson who was wounded by a 
gunman who held up the Toronto 
store of Johnson Jewellers at 274 
Yonge St. He first heard of the 
Incident about 5.15 Wednesday and 
almost immediately set out for the 
city. ? 

He found his 32-year-old brother 
in St. Michael's Hospital where he 
had received treatment for the hole 
in his leg above the knee, caused by 
the bullet going right through the 
flesh and sinews. “Doug”, he says, 
“was sitting up, and was quite 
cheerful”, pleased that he was in 
as good shape as he was. He didn’t 


need any transfusion, he said, 
even though he had lost consider- 
able blood. 


Ken's father, G. K. Jonnson, and 
three of his brothers have been 
in business in downtown Toronto 
in the store established since 1870 
or so, but have never experienced 
anything in the way of _ robbery 
outside of the odd brick being 
thrown in the show window on 2 
Saturday night, or the odd “sec- 
ond storey artist”, the local jeweller 
discloses. They certainly were un- 
prepared for the surprise holdup, 
he says. 

Douglas Johnson, fom his hospi- 
tal bed relates, “My father, (G. K 
Johnson), my brother Kirk, and a 
customer were in the store. A man 
walked in at about 3,30. He had a 
black automatic pistol in one hand 
and said, “This is a holdup, get 
down on the floor” 

According to police, the bandit 
shot at the elder Mr. Johnson when 
he saw the jeweller reach for an 
iron bar. There was a scuffle near 
the cash register and Mr. Johnson 
pushed the man away as the shot 
was fired. 

The man, described as dark and 
good looking, turned and fled emp- 
ty-handed after this second shot. 
He was seen running south on Yonge 
St. toward Queen St.
